BEHIND THE SCENES 


Name of the Game: ratings? 


Two years ago NBC aired a 
made-for-TV movie called “Fame 
Is the Name of the Game,” star- 

‘ying Tony Franciosa as a re- 
porter for a magazine. Its aud- 
ience rating was so good that 
NBC ‘bought from Universal 
City Studio, the producers, a 
weekly series based practically 
on the same theme. 

Universal cut the title down 
to The Name of the Game and 
the time from two hours to 90 
minutes. It also added Gene 
Barry as the big-time publisher 
and Robert Stack as an ace crime 
investigator to alternate with 
Franciosa (see cover) every 
three weeks. 

Name of the Game is billed 
by Universal as TV’s first mo- 
tion picture series, which is a 
bit obscure. The same studio 
does The Virginian, 90-minute 
weekly series on film, and some 
seasons back it starred Ben 
Gazzara and Chuck Connors in 
another 90-minute adventure 
thing titled Arrest and Trial. 

Maybe it’s because the budget 
is higher and Universal can re- 
lease the films theatrically after 
the network’s second run, At 
any rate, it’s still a series with 
running characters, who viewers 
know will survive the rigors of 
their adventures each week, 

The productions are slickly 
and richly mounted. Episodes 
for each star—Franciosa, Stack 
and Barry—have their own pro- 
ducer, and the shooting schedule 
has been expanded to as much 
as 15 days maximum compared 
to say eight days of filming for 


the weekly episode of The 
Virginian. 

Although The Name of the 
Game started out alternating 
each star in 1-2-3 order, this 
pattern may not hold through- 
out the season. The regular stars 
do eight films apiece, with Barry 
as publisher making token ap- 
pearances in the others, too. 

The real name of the game 
for this series will be the writ- 
ing, filling up the 90 minutes 
(less commercial time) with 
good stories, and that isn’t easy 
in network TV where there 
exists a mortal fear of coming 
to grips with anything akin to 
real life. Pure escapism with lots 
of action is the name of the net- 
work game, and this season the 
order is out by the networks to 
play down the violence, making 
it even tougher for the writer. 

“They’ve taken out the vio- 
lence, but haven’t replaced it 
with anything,” complained one 
ad agency man after seeing the 
third The Name of the Game, 
with guest star Burl Ives play- 
ing a vengeful billionaire. 

Originally, according to re- 
ports, this was the one the net- 
work and studio had picked to 
premiere the series, but reac- 
tions like the one from the above 
ad agency man caused them to 
switch to a spy yarn with Tony 
Franciosa tracking down the 
killers of a young model who’d 
gotten herself involved with the 
wrong team. 

The so-called mystery part of 
that first one, incidentally, 
wasn’t half as intriguing as 


some of the dialog between Tony 
(who plays Jeff Dillon) and 
Susan Saint James, another run- 
ning character essaying the role 
of research assistant Peggy 
Maxwell. She and Tony, plus 
the posh set for publisher Glenn 
Howard's (Gene Barry) office 
and adjoining apartment, at 
least gave things some tone. 

Universal is supposed to be 
spending an average of $400,000 
per show in The Name of the 
Game, and even if there is some 
padding in that figure, it’s still 
a lot of money. Guest stars of 
the ealiber of Henry Fonda, 
Van Johnson, Don Murray, Su- 
zanne Pleshette, Anne Baxter 
and Inger Stevens are being 
used, 

With all of its razzle-dazzle, 
however, The Name of the Game 
as a series of dramas still lacks 
the exciting anticipation that 
CBS was able to create for many 
viewers with its old Playhouse 
90 anthology. If its rating turns 
out to be higher than Playhouse 
90’s, then these words will have 
to be eaten. 

The Name of the Game’s com- 
petition on Friday nights is 
tough, starting even with CBS’ 
Gomer Pyle and ABC’s Felony 
Squad; then a half hour later 
up against CBS’ Friday Night 
Movie. 

And the final judge of wheth- 
er Universal’s “first motion pic- 
ture series” is going to survive 
or not will be A. C. Nielsen and 
his tape-recording gadgets con- 
nected to 1,200 TV sets around 
the country.

T'S NOT WEDDING bells but work 
—in television, little theaters and 
summer stock—that’s breaking up the 
“old gang ’ in Hollywood, according to 
Gary Conway, star of ABC-TV’s new 
science-fiction series, “Land of the 
Giants” (Sundays, 6 p.m. on Channel 8. 
“There’s no time anymore for big, 
falling-in-the-pool bashes on weekends. 
Not even for casual Saturday night en- 
tertaining at home,” Conway said. 

“This is especially true in televi- 
sion. A series is so demanding of your 
time that the only way to see friends is 
to have them guest on your show.” 

For Conway and the other “Land of 
the Giants” stars—Don Matheson, Ste- 
fan Arngrim, Don Marshall, Deanna 
Lund, Heather Young and Kurt 
Kasznar—this working fact of life is 


compounded by the nature of the ABC- 
TV series. 


“WE HAVE SO many special effects 
on ‘Giants,’” said Conway, “we proba- 
bly work more filming days than the 


‘cast of any other hour-long show. 


“For the special technical process 
introduced on the series by our produc- 
er, Irwin Allen, our scenes are filmed 
twice, sometimes three times when we 
appear with the giants,” said Conway. 

“Tt’s new, and as far as I know has 
never been done on film before. 

He explained, “The director first 
flms our reactions, then the giant’s— 
separately, Next we—the little people 
—repeat what we did the first time, 
but in a different setting. Then Allen 
and the special effects people take over 


and the three: takes are brought togeth- 
er. 

“That’s what. eats up the time on 
‘Giants.’ There’s also the business of 
working with the giant props.”’ 

CONWAY WAS referring to such 
props as a pencil almost 12 feet high, a 
telephone receiyer eight feet long, a 
safety pin four feet long. Sometimes it 
takes two men to handle one of them. 

Because of the film “magic” and 
working with oversized objects, the 
“Giants” stars put in 12-hour days. Ste- 
fan Arngrim is the exception. At 13, he 
is forbidden by law to work more than 
half a day. 

“A social lion in Hollywood, ”” con- 
cluded Conway, “is an unemployed ac- 
tor, at least one without a television 
series.”’

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QNARY CONWAY pulls no punches 
\F about the town where he works. 


“People who live too much the Hol- 
lywood life become monsters,” he re- 
marked during a recent interview. 


With that in mind, Conway spends 
as much time as he can on his ranch, 
about a 4-hour drive from the Tinsel 
CITY.!P It’s a drive he’ll probably 
have to start making quite regularly if 
the initial success of his new ABC-TV 
series, “Land of the Giants,” main- 
tains itself. 


Conway is the type who would rath- 
er spend his spare time painting rather 
than going to Hollywood parties. He 
has been painting, and selling his 
work, since he was 12 years old. The 
last two years he has had a very suc- 
cessful 1-man shows at the McKenzie 
Gallery in Los Angeles. 


“After ‘Burke’s Law’ went off the 
air (a series for ABC-TV in which he 
constarred with Gene Barry), I spent 
six months painting. I finished 35 pic- 
tures.” 

And Cnway has a curious idea. He 
thinks the more you don’t act, the bet- 
ter you become as an actor. 


“WHAT.I MEAN is that if you’re in- 
volved in a TV series, for example, you 
don’t have time to try to improve your- 
self. It’s the bit of getting so many 
scenes done a day. I THINK, IF 
YOU‘RE NOT CAREFUL, THERE IS 
A GREAT DANGER IN DETERIO-

ACT.“!P He also thinks he’s got a 
better chance in his newest show than 
he had in “Burke’s Law.” 

“T think I’ve done more with this 
part, and will continue to, than I did in 
‘Burke.’ The part of the ship captain 
will give me more leeway, go different 
directions.” 

“T can’t think of a better idea for 
TV,” he continued. “It has to be the 
most plausible science fiction premise 
yet. Go outside sometime, like I have 
at the ranch, and look up at the uni- 
verse. Your realize that there’s got to 
be life somewhere else and why not 12 
times larger or smaller, or 50 times for 
that matter, than anything on earth.”

Another attraction in ‘Giants’ was 
the fact that when they approached 
Conway they told him the series was 
already sold. 

“That never hurts,. to know you’re 
not wasting time making a pilot which 
may never get on the air. Then they 
gave’ me a general idea of what the 
show would he.

THE ROLE of Capt. Steve Burton 
does, however, present unique prob- 
lems to Conway the actor.

“Tt has built-in amusement,” he 
continued, “from the very presence of 
such large things all the time.”’

That image of the consummate producer- 
director in Hollywood, who works day and 
night perfecting his craft, doesn’t hold true 
for Greg Garrison. If anything, the producer- 
director of NBC’s Dean Martin Show is some- 
thing of a rebel. Unlike most of his TV con- 
temporaries, he prefers to direct from the 
studio stage instead of from a soundproof 
booth. He likes to stand in for Martin (who 
only works on the day the show is taped) and 
act out scenes with guest stars during re- 
hearsals, But come 5 p.m., like any daytime 
laborer, he knocks off work, “I start thinking 
about cars and dogs—in that order,” he says.

allowed as how he is “seriously thinking about it.” 

Meanwhile, he sees nothing wrong with celebri- 
ties lending their support to candidates of their 
choice. “Generally,” he said, “you’l] find that actors 
who become involved in campaigns are alert, well 
informed and very familiar with the issues. They 
have to be because the last thing they want to do 
is bring any stigma to their candidate because of 
the glamour and glitter of their own profession. 

“I know many times people think actors cam- 
paign because they’re good friends of the candidate, 
and they’re always going off to the candidate’s 
summer home and socializing with him. That’s 
usually not the case at all. 

“I worked for Gov. Rockefeller, but I only spoke 
to the man once. Yet I know him better than I do 
some of my friends because I know what he stands 
for and I know his record.” 

The world of politics, of course, is only part of 
Nelson’s life. He’s one of the few remaining orig- 
inal stars of Peyton Place and of his role as Dr, 
Michael Rossi he says, “I analyze my position on 
the show to that of a utility infielder.” 

Facing up to the possibility that some day his 
character could be written out, as have dozens of 
others previously, he says “That’s not a massive 
emotional tremor for me. I’m not the star. The 
show itself is the star. 

“However,” he continued, “I’m a great team 
player and I’ve always felt a loyalty to the shows 
T’ve been in. Unlike other people who have left the 
series for various reasons, it may be practical for 
me to leave eventually to enhance my career. When 
I do leave, though, I hope it will be as friendly as 
I came.” 

What’s kept him going through 470-plus epi- 
sodes of Peyton Place, including three new seg- 
ments a week at one point and first-run stories the 
year ’round for five seasons? 

“My kids,” he replied. “When you go home they 
let you know how important you are. You sit down 
to eat and there’s nothing left. They’ve eaten it 
all. Then you have to take them to the Scout meet- 
ing before you can get to your script for the next 
day. When you have kids, it’s first things first. 

“There are nine of us—my wife and I have six 
children and my nephew also lives with us. They 
all have equal impottance. Except me!” Well, per- 
haps a political career could help change all that.
